er life. But a sincere confessing 
and forsaking of sins and going 
to every length that you can 
to correct it, certainly ought te 
clear the matter out of the way, 
beween you and God. Thereafter, 
you should expect Him to help you 
pay your debts and make sure 
that a sinful carelessness does not 
enter your heart in the matter. 


Do you think I should step 
preaching until 1 get married? — 


‘Decidedly not. The Bible does 
not require that a preacher be 
married. Paul. himself was not 
married. And by divine inspiration 
he gave~ plain instruction in 
Corinthians 7:7-9: : 
“For ¥ would that all men 
were even as I: myself, But every 
man hath his proper gift of God, 
one after this ‘manner, and 
another after that.’ I sty there« 
fore’ to’ the unmarried and 
widows, It is good for them if 
they abide even as I. But if, . 
they cannot contain, let them - 
marry: for it is better to marry - 
than t6 Birn.” - . 
Paul would prefer that others 
not be married if they could, with- 
out special temptation, becausa 
thus they would not be distracted 
by the care of a wife. Yet it ig 
clear that it is not a sin to marry. 
In the same chapter, in I Corin- 
thians 7:27, he said, “Art thou 
bound unto a wife? seek not ta 
be loosed. Art thou loosed from 
a wife? seek not a wife.” It is 
clear that God does not want 
people just to set out to get mar- 
ried. If you find someone you love 
and there is a deep desire and 
heart-need, then marriage is not 
wrong. But it would be wrong to 
have marriage on your mind and 
just set out to find somebody and 
get marrijed. 

The qualification for a’ pastor 
or bishop in I Timothy 3:2 is, “A 
bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife .. .” 
What the Scripture really means 
here is not that a man must have 
one wife, but that a man must 
not have two wives. So all com- 
mentators agree, and I think it 
is quite clear in the Greek and if 
was so understood by all New 
Testament Christians, for they did 
not require preachers to be mar- 
ried. Paul was not married and 
there is not a word of evidence 
that Timothy, Silas, or Barnabas 
were married. In fact, fhe only one 
of the apostles that we know for 
sure who was married, I think, ig 
Peter. 

Paul warned Timothy very 
carefully to’ flee youthful lust, ta 
be sure to treat the elder women 
as mothers and the younger women 
as sisters. You need to walk very, 
carefully so you will not be criti< 
cised and do harm. But certainly, 
the Bible does not require one to 
be married in order to be @ 
preacher.

- Now he was in the process of giving an irivitiation 
for people - te’ renounce’ sin: and turn by faith to 
Jesus ‘Christ.

The first to go was a middle-aged Frenchman.

Sensing the mood of the crowd Billy quickly 
finished: the appeal and invited others to take their 
Stand: for Christ.

It had to be the message that brought them. No 
man could appeal to so many different types and 
ages. Billy, who had-been. standing motionless on 
the platform. while the people came, looked down 
and said, “This decision-is not going to be an easy 
one for many of you. Your families and friends 
may not want you to become Christians. There 
may be persecutions. But I pray you will stand. 
firm for Christ. He is the only hope for an individ- 
ual and for the world.” 

A total of 417 filed into the counseling room and 
filled out cards, bringing the number of decisions 
in three services to over 1,300 from an estimated at- 
tendance of 23,000. Amazed French pastors find it 
hard to betieve either figure. 

Nothing like this has ever happened before in 
Paris, supposedly the most indifferent city on earth 
to the Bible. “I never thought I would live to see 
this,” said one pastor. “We are seeing a miracle 
in Paris,’ commented Billy in his message.

During four services in Paris) a city where many 


said his ministry would be rejected. Billy preached 
to 33,000 -and recorded: 1,857 decisions for Christ. 

“I have felt’ the: same hunger here for Christ 
that I felt in London,” Billy said this morning. 
“Multitudes. in this’ city can be won for Christ and 
the results: will be felt around: the world.” 

It was impossible to’ engage the Velodrome, larg- 
est indoor arena in France, for more*than five days 
at this time. But Billy has expressed an interest in 
returning to’ Paris for a long engagement in the 
future. The handful of Protestants in Paris who 
have seen what éan be aecomplished: already are 
making plans for a bigger and better crusade. 


Campaign in Paris Closes 

Spurred by the “five most amazing days” of his 
ministry during the short campaign in Paris, Dr. 
Billy Graham will leave France Sunday for an un- 
announced destination and brief rest before begin- 
ning a whirlwind tour of several European nations. 

The largest stadiums in. Europe have been book- 
ed for the meetings which begin June 18 in Zurich, 
Switzerland. Geneva will be visited the following 
day. German cities to be hit in rapid-fire. order 
are Frankfurt, Mannheim, Weisbaden, Kaiserslaut- 
ern, Stuttgart, Nuremberg. and Dortmund. 

Then comes Rotterdam, the Netherlands, where 


' Billy is to be received by Queen Juliana. In the 
Seandinavian countries meetings are scheduled at 


Oslo, Gothenberg and Aarhus. 

After the tour, which ends on July 6, Billy is 
scheduled to return to London where he is to be 
the principal speaker at the Baptist World Alliance: 
He will leave for the United States around Au- 
gust 1, 

The next scheduled campaign. is in Toronto, Can- 
ada, this fall. 

The Paris meetings went far beyond the expec- 
tations of the American team. In: five nights at the 
Velodrome d'Hiver, Billy préaehed to an estimated 
45,000 and saw over 2,000: walk down: the aisles to 
make decisions for Christ. At the final event on a 
rainy Thursday, 11,000 turned: out to overflow’ the 
huge indoor arena. Among-~those’ making decisions 
during the week were: a French senator, two movie 
stars and two countesses, 

Probably the biggest benefit of the short crusade 
was the shot in the arm it gave to the small Pro-

There ih perhaps, never been 
an age that set such great store 
by study as that in which we now 
live. The unfortunate thing about 


this line of thought would afford 
more than enough material for a 
whole sermon by itself. Let me 
select a few of the more vital 
points. 

1. First of all, the Bible properly 
studied makes men wise unto sal- 
vation. 

The great master apostle, Paul, 
writing to a zealous young bishop, 
his convert and most trusted cead- 
jutator, says in II Timothy 3:13-

tiful, exalted English. Nothing can 
match it in purity, smoothness, 


clearness, force, and sublimity of ledge of the Book upon which 


they ventured to sit in judgment, 


it is that so much of the study in 
our day, both by children and 
adults, is devoted to books and 
subjects in which there is little 
or no profit. A large portion of 
every year in our schools and col- 
leges is practically wasted. Time 
is squandered upon the purely 
speculative, the uncertain, the un- 
profitable, the unessential, the un- 
productive, the irrelevant and the 
transitory. Many practical busi- 
nessmen think that the sooner 
the boy or girl who is just out of 
schoel or college forgets half of 
what they imagine they have 
learned, the better. The . most 
profitable of all study is wisely 
ordered Bible study. Its value is 
incalculable. It is beyond all com- 
parison more profitable than any 
other study. It is the one superla- 
tively profitable study. 

Possibly some of you may be 
disposed to question that state- 
ment; so I wilt give you two 
reasons why Bible study is the 
one superlatively profitable study, 
why Bible study towers far above 
all other. studies in importance 
and value. 


I. Because of What the 
Bible Is 


First of all, Bible study towers 
far above all other studies in im- 
portance and value because of 
what the Bible itself is. 

1. In the.-first place, the Bible 
is the peerless masterpiece of 
clear, pure, chaste, forceful, beau- 
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expression, That admits of no 
question. All intelligent, well-read 
and candid infidels acknowledge 
that. Professor Phelps, at the 
head of the English Department 
at Yale, contended some _ years 
ago that candidates for admission 
to American universities should 
have their qualification for admis- 
sion, as far as their knowledge of 
English was concerned, tested by 
one book alone, the Bible.’ And 
Harvard University has announc- 
ed in the past few weeks that 
hereafter every student - before 
graduation must pass an examina- 
tion in the English Bible. Because 
of Harvard’s well-known theologi- 
cal position and also from the 
fact that they seem to emphasize 
the Revised Version (American 
Standard), it is evident that they 
have in view principally the fact 
that the Bible is the great English 
masterpiece. 

Last Tuesday I received from 
G, P. Putnam’s Sons of New York 
and London, a book for examina- 
tion—a dictionary of 6,000 choice 
and effective phrases. In this book 
(just published), time and again, 
page after page, every phrase was 
taken from the Bible, without 
variation or addition. Here and 
there were scattered phrases 
taken from Shakespeare, but.on 
subject after subject whole pages 
of telling phrases were consecu- 
tively taken from the Bible. Why? 
Because this book of phrases was 
prepared by a master hand at 
English diction and he knew 
where to find the most illuminat- 
ing and most telling phrases. 


Every man and woman should 
saturate themselves with the very 
words of the Bible if for no other 
reason than to clarify, tone up 
and invigorate their English dic- 
Hon. 

When Henry Stanley, the great 
newspaper writer, made his second 
tour of exploration into the heart 
of Africa, he took only one book 
with him, the Bible. In its study 
he beguiled and improved many 
lonely hours, and when he emerg- 
ed, after having been shut up with 
one book for so many years, it 
was noticed that Henry Stanley 
had acquired by absorption an 
entirely new English style, a far 


‘|more forceful style, Bible English. 


It is said that a newspaper re- 
port of a paragraph from one of 
Mr. Moody’s sermons was handed 
to Max Mueller, the great philolo- 
gist, and he was asked what he 
thought of it. He asked, “Who 
wrote that?” And the reply was 
made “D. L. Moody,” “I do not 
wonder then at his power,’ Max 
Mueller exclaimed. ““That is one of 
the finest pieces of clear, strong, 
I have ever 


have assayed to ridicule’ the 
Bible’s philosophy regarding God 
and man and redemption and duty 
and eternity. But always in. the 
ultimate outcome the philosophy 
of the would-be critics has dis- 
solved and disappeared,. but the 
philosophy of. the Bible has with- 
stood unscathed the storms of 
centuries. Philosophies, empires, 
schools of thought have passed 
away, but the words of this Book 
have not passed away (Matt. 24: 
35). The philosophy of this Book 
has proven imperishable and as 
good for 1921 A. D. as for 95 A. 
D. In view of this undeniable fact 
is it not evident that this is the 
most important and invaluable of 
all books to study? Do not waste 
your time studying the soap bub- 
bles of man’s iridescent specula- 
tion that may be beautiful but 
soon burst and leave nothing but 
a nasty, dank, greasy feeling be- 
hind, but study the Eternal Rock 
of this Book that is rich with real 
gold. 


3. In the third place, the Bible 
is the book that offers to us the 
purest, loftiest, most complete and 
absolutely dependable system of 
ethics ever. known. Systems of 
moral philosophy have appeared 
throughout the centuries and chil- 
iads, from Zeno to Herbert Spencer, 
only to disappear, but all really 
honest seekers after thorough-go- 
ing and complete righteousness, 
bow to the imperishable durability 
of the ethics of the Bible. And 
even those who clamor hysterical- 
ly for us to give up the Virgin 
Birth of our Lord, the resurrec- 
tion of His very body from the 
dead and all the miracles, the 
Deity of our Lord, His atoning, 
substitutionary death, and others 
of the most distinctive of the doc- 
trinal teachings of the Book, 
nevertheless themselves cry “Let 
us keep the ethics of the Bible. 
They are not only unsurpassed 
but absolutely unequaled.” 


The most important thing to 
know is, how to live; not how to 
live physically, but how to live 
morally. If that is so then the 
most important book for all of 
us to know is the*book that tells 
us that as no other book tells us. 

4 In the fourth place, the Bible 
is the one and only book that has 
never been outgrown or swper- 
seded. I had occasion last summer, 
in breaking up our home in Mont- 
rose, Pennsylvania, to go over 
some of the books I studied, yes, 
dug into with many hard hours of 
intellectual toil, at preparatory 
school and at Yale. There was 
not one of them of any present 
value to my children or grand- 
children. They had all been out- 
grown or superseded; other books

II. Because of What the

have as much right as anybody 
else in the world to call attention 
to the infidelity of Nels Ferre and 
the wrong of the Southern Bap- 
tist Seminary in having him and 
other modernists on the program, 
and urging Christians not to sup- 
port such modernism. And it 
would be wrong for anybody in 
the world to have the kind of de- 
nominational idolatry that makes 
them take up for wrong and for 
modernists who deny the deity of 
Christ and discredit the Bible.

certainty and celerity and com- 
pleteness with which this Book 
does it. No one can study this 
Book aright, no matter how ignor- 
ant he may otherwise be, without 
becoming possessed of that price- 
less wisdom that means eternal 
life. Eternal life is found in know- 
ing God and His Son, Jesus Christ 
(John 17:3). And no other book 
has the power to make us ac- 
quainted with God and with His 
Son, Jesus Christ, that this Book 
has. 

I have known great philosoph- 
ers and great men of science and 
great literary luminaries, who did 
not know God, just because they 
had not studied and, therefore, did 
not know their Bibles. They knew 
rocks and flowers and the entrails 
of frogs, and the planets and the 
comets and the stars, and men’s 
books, but they did not know the 
one Book and, therefore, they did 
not know the God who made the 
rocks and the flowers and the 
stars; and, therefore, they were 
lost, eternally lost, for all their 
knowledge of other things. 

On the other hand, I have 
known uncultured people, almost 
illiterate people, Washerwomen 
and such like, for example, who 
had studied and, therefore, did 
know the Bible, and, therefore, 
they knew more of the wisdom 
that really counts, the wisdom 
that spells salvation, in five min- 
utes, than. these learned profes- 
sors knew in their whole lifetime. 

Oh, study the. Book that brings 
eternal life, make it in your own 
experience “the implanted word, 
which is able to save your souls” 
(James 1:21 A.R.V.). 

2. In the second place, the Bible 
so makes known Jesus Christ as 
to lead any one who studies it as 
he ought, to believe in Jesus as 
the Christ, the Son of God and so 
to obtain eternal life in His name. 

That is what John himself says 
in John 20:31 (A.R.V.). His words 
are: 

“These are written, that ye 
may believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye may have life in 
his name.” 

Is there anything else in all the 
world so valuable as eternal life? 


Is there any other study for one} 
moment comparable in importance 
and value to the study that brings | 


us eternal life? 


In former years I had hay al 
severely. Every September for} 


three weeks or more I could not 
lie down to sleep, or even stay in 
the house at night. I would go off 
by myself every night where I 
would not disturb any one else, 
and all the night through would 
almost rupture blood vessels by 
spasms of coughing. I saw adver- 
tised a book on hay fever, so I 
bought it and studied it with great 
care, and obtained great relief. 
Was not that profitable study? 
But what is getting deliverance 
from some such wretched com- 
plaint as hay fever, to getting 
eternal life, and the proper study 
of this Book brings eternal life.

divine nature.”—II Pet. 1:4, (A. 
R.V.). 


Is not that great, to become a 
partaker of God’s own nature? 
Well, it is through the proper 
study of this Book, by the truth 
of this Book carried home to our 
hearts by the Holy Spirit as we 
study it, that we become partak- 
ers of God’s own nature. Centuries 
of experience prove the truth of 
this wonderful assertion of Peter. 
Countless men and women of the 
most depraved nature have obtain- 
ed an entirely new nature, God's 


own nature implanted in them, by 
the proper study of this Book. 

I have been told that if you 
study Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy’s 
Science and Health sedulously 
enough it will cure you of ap- 
pendicitis.

security, guaranteed by govern- 
ment, is possible without the 
loss of personal liberty. 


Suppose we take up these “‘fal- 
lacies” one by one. Here is Num- 
ber One again: 


1. That peace among nations 
can be secured by any means 
other than superior military 
strength on the part of the 
peace-loving peoples. 

As we get under way in the 
second half of the twentieth cen- 
tury and get some perspective of 
the first half thereof we begin to 
see the enormity of the tragedy 
that has befallen all the earth— 
the First World War with its loss- 
es in the millions, both in human 
tears and in treasure; the armi- 
stice of twenty years when manh- 
kind hoped against hope for a 
brightening of world horizons; the 
Second World War with its losses 
measured in millions of lives and 
billions of cost; and now the cold 
war that creates constant and 
ominous apprehension of a third 
global holocaust. Peace on earth 
is the most pressing problem for 
the perplexed and perishing civili- 
zation of the mid-twentieth cen- 
tury. 

We have not left untrodden any 
pathway that seemed to lead to 
peace. We have sought to settle 
disputes among nations by diplo- 
macy, and have found that secret 
agreements made by statesmen, 
real and alleged, have been our 
undoing. We have called confer- 
ences on end, and above polished 
mahogany tables have sought to 
| «STE ses 
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or Facts? 


settle the issues that. threaten the 
good will of the nations; and we. 
have been disillusioned to learn 
that. conferences can settle only 
trivial matters about. which there 
is no real dispute. We thought. that 
by shifting from secret diplomacy 
to ‘open covenants, openly arrived 
at’ in open conference that men 
would have no further quarrel 
with each other; but con*erences 
only compounded the coniusion of 
our world. 


There were some who were con- 
vinced that by treaties. we could 
outlaw war and compel men to 
beat their swords into plowshares. 
Ambitious projects to that end 
were proposed and consummated; 
and we found that treaties were 
pieces of paper to be scrapped by 
the sword which proved itself to 
be stronger than the pen. We tried 
alliances of nations, the Triple En- 
tente before World War I, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO) of today, in order to 
counterbalance the threat of war 
from others; only to find that 
balances of power build up arma- 
ments and ill will higher and high- 
er until the balance is overthrown 
and all the world is plunged into 
bloodshed. 


We have tried world organiza- 
tions, the League of Nations aris- 
ing out of the first war, and the 
United Nations emerging from the 
second; and by careful objectivity 
we can see the fatal weakness in 
both. The League failed just be- 
cause it was a league, an associa- 
tion of sovereign nations which 
could hold together on non-politi- 
cal matters like the International 
Red Cross, the International Health 
Organization, the International 
Labor Office, but could not de- 
fine the meaning of the term 
“aggressor,” or compel sanctions 
against powers which went to war 
contrary to the covenant of the 
League. 


The United Nations is a pale 
‘counterpart of the deceased Lea- 
gue, created in the atmosphere of 
tension and apprehension, more of 
a debating society and propaganda 
center than a dissolver of difficul- 
ties and promoter of peace. 


I hold with the position stat- 
ed that peace cannot be secured 
by weakness on the part of peace- 
loving peoples. A glance at the 
major danger spots of the world— 
Korea, Indo-China, Indonesia, the 
Middle East, will show that they 
are areas of weakness, and not of 
strength. It is for that reason that 
they are liable to attack. 

_ Concessions and compromises can 
never contain a militant and athe- 
istic communism any more than 
an umbrella in Munieh protected 
western Europe and the world 


from World War II. One would

think that the statesmen of the 
world would learn such lessons; 
and yet how blind they seem to be. 
Before 1939 the British govern- 
ment under Neville Chamberlain 
steered the destiny of its people on 
the belief that it was both pos- 
sible and desirable to live next 
door’ to totalitarian Germany and 
that there was plenty of time for 
rearmament. After the late A- 
dolph Hitler marched into Czech- 
oslovakia in the spring of 1939 the 
British government abandoned its 
policy of appeasement; but the die 
was already cast for World War II. 

There is a marked parallel to 
that procedure in the policies fol- 
lowed by the Truman administra- 
tion prior to June, 1950. Just as 
Mr. Chamberlain allowed the Naz- 
is to control eastern Europe, so 
Mr. Truman was quite content to 
let the communists take over 
China and North Korea. 

When the dictators showed their 
real intention by turning to open 
aggression both Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. Truman found it neces- 
sary suddenly to reverse their ill- 
advised policies without fully con- 
sidering the consequences, with the 
result that both found themselves 
in a war for which they were un- 
prepared. The war came because 
of weakness on the part of peace- 
loving peoples who should have 
been strong. 


I am not a militarist. I hate war. 
I have soldiered overseas under 
the Stars and Stripes, as have 
three of my boys; but weakness, 
either military or moral, on our 
part, will cause us to continue 
sending our sons far afield to die 
under palm or pine tree. I hold 
with General Douglas MacArthur, 
for whom I have great admiration, 
that 


It is a weakness which has 
caused many free nations to.suc- 
cumb to and embrace the false 
tenets of Communist propagan- 
da. It is a weakness which has 
caused our own policy makers, 
after committing America’s sons 
to battle, to leave them to the 
continuous slaughter of an in- 
decisive campaign by imposing 
arbitrary restraints upon the 
support we might otherwise pro- 
vide them through maximum 
employment of our scientific 
superiority, which alone offers 
hope of early victory. It is a 
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weakness which now causes 
those in authority to strongly 


~hint at a settlement of the 


Korean conflict, under . condi- 
tions short of the objeetives our 
soldiers were led to believe were 
theirs to attain and for which 
so many yielded their lives, 


While I believe that military 
strength is needed for.the kind of 
world in whieh we live, I do not 
believe that peace can be secured 
by such means. The basic prob- 
lem of achieving peace is to estab- 
lish a single sovereignty in all the 
world; and that will be accomp- 
lished when the Prince of Peace, 
the Messiah, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
will return to this earth as.He Him- 
self has promised so to do, where- 
upon He will compel the nations to 
beat their swords into plowshares, 
their spears into pruning hooks, so 
that they shall not learn war 
any more. The last recorded pray- 
er in the Bible is, “Even so, come, 
Lord Jesus!” 


2. That international friend- 
ship can be secured through 
gifts rather than through 
genuine cOmmon principles 
and purposes. 

William Shakespeare was born 
nearly four hundred years ago, and 
was entirely unfamiliar with con- 
ditions of the twentieth century. 
He spoke for the ages, however; 
and from his many observations otf 
human nature and conduct we re- 
member the advice: 


Neither a borrower, nor a lender 
be; 

For loan oft loses both itself and 
friend, 

And borrowing dulls the edge of 
husbandry. 

This above all: to thine own self 
be true, 

And it must follow, as the night 
the day, 

Thou canst not then be false to 
any man. 


Hamlet 


When we were a young nation 
we knew the difficulties and dis- 
tresses of being a borrower; and 
if anything, the role of a lender 
is even more beset with thorns. 


One of the most disheartening 
factors to be observed by those 
who journey abroad is to discern 
the contempt and critieism against 
the United States for its fabulous 
foreign aid. We are a generous 
people, (I believe I speak advised- 
ly and not boastfully) but where 
did somebody ever get the idea 
that we could buy friends with 
money? 

Our reaction to that question is 
that we are not trying to buy 
friends, we are trying to help peo- 
ple. To what extent? Up to July 
1, 1953, the Congress of the Un- 
ited States had voted 55 billion 
dollars from American tax payers 
to projects of foreign aid of one 
kind or another. That is a lot of 
money. The U. 8S. News and World 
Report for July 1, 1953, makes 
the graphic contrast: In any'twelve 
year period we have never spent 
more than forty-seven billions for 
ali the public schools and universi- 
ties in which our children are edu- 
cated, national,-state, and local. In 
a similar period we have’ never 
spent more than fourteen billions 
for all federal public works for 
the improvement of our own coun- 
try by roads, dams, post offices, 
flood control, and the like. Some 
think the farm program has been 
excessive, but it has never exceed- 
ed twenty billions in twelve years, 
and has been for the benefit of 
American farmers. For our war 
veterans, for whom we have a 
very real debt, we have never 
voted more than fifty-one billions 
in a Similar period of time—less 
for our own.who have suffered for 
us than for those who have largely 
little understanding of why we help 
foreigners and little erprener 
for what is done. 


We saw that condition every- 
where we traveled abroad: during 
the past summer. Foreigners were 
not modest nor retiring in their 
caustic comments about “Uncle 
Sap.” Sometimes there was down- 
right antagonism with the ques- 
tion, “I suppose you Amerigans ex- 
pect a friend for every dollar you 
spend!” Then there is the *“waste- 
fulness that goes with .bureau- 
cratic-controlled programs, Poli- 
ticians abroad often benefit much 
more than the people, many of 
whom get no help whatever.

ed by our enemies. While it is 
true that practically every pauper 
will envy his industrious and pros- 
perous neighbor, the latter will not 
decrease that envy by throwing 
his. purse out the window. There 
is no doubt that many countries 
in the world have real need of fin- 
ancial assistance. We are in a 
position to help them help them- 
selves. We do not help them by 
doles’ and handouts. They~need 
trade, not aid; know-how, and not 
do nothing; self-respect, not char- 
ity: - 

Foreign aid, to. my way of think- 
ing, should be conducted in a 


thoroughly businesslike way. The™ 
borrower -should have carefully ~ 


calculated his needs, his projects, 
his prospeets for success, his. pow- 
er to repay, his character and his .. 
integrity. Sueh factors are very 
important in making good loans. 
This leads me to a further ob- 
servation. My conviction is that 
international banking is not the 
business. of the federal govern- 


ment. The outline of the functions ‘ 


and power of our federal govern- 


ment are established in our Con-.. 


stitution. Banking is a specialized 


kind of business for which politi- _ 
cians and bureaucrats have no- 
qualifications whatsoever. If for-. 


eign countries have needs, and they 


do, and .wantto borrow money, . 
there are banks in the world - 
can. provide what is- 
needed. .To be sure, experienced « 
bankers .will conduct the - whole - 
good _. business — 
principles, will require good: secu- .. 
rity, will look carefully into the~ 
feasibility of the projects for =: 
which the money is to be borrow- — 
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ed, will establish terms and times 
for repayment. All can be very 
businesslike, and can be very sat- 
isfactory when people understand 
each other. 

But when a government loans 
money, or gives it away, as we 
have been doing, there is always 
the impression abroad that this 
is entirely an impersonal matter, 
with no real sense of obligation 
ever to repay. In fact, when “Un- 
cle Sap’”’ reminds his debtors gen- 
tly, immediately he is lampooned 
as “Uncle Shylock.” 


More than once while abroad 
this summer and hearing the re- 
viling of foreigners who spent our 
money like drunken sailors and 
sneered at us for giving it to them, 
I felt led to remind them that they 
were spending my money, from 
taxes which had been a burden to 
me and to the American people. 


Again I remember the counsel 
of General MacArthur, not be- 
cause he is a leading light to me, 
but because, in my opinion, he 
is a true patriot and a clear think- 
er, who can state the facts con- 
cisely and cogently. 


We compound irresponsibility 
by seeking to share what liquid 
wealth we have with others. In 
so doing we recklessly speak of 
the billions we would set aside 
for the purpose, as though they 
were inconsequential. There can 
be no quarrel with altruism. 
Such has ever been a predom- 
inant quality making up the no- 
bility of the American char- 
acter. 

We should do all in our power 
to alleviate the suffering and 
hardship of other peoples, and 
to support their own maximum 
effort to preserve their freedom 


from the assaults of Communist | 


imperialism. 

But when this effort is car- 
ried beyond the ability to pay, 
or to the point that the atten- 
dant burden upon our own peo- 
ple becomes insufferable, or 
places our own way of life and 
freedom in jeopardy, then it cea- 
ses to be altruism and becomes 
reckless imprudence, 


Now, in case you do not believe 
General MacArthur or me, I sug- 
gest you listen carefully to Ric- 
hard M. Bissell, Jr., former Depu- 
ty Administrator, Economic Co- 
operation Administration, and now 
a consultant to the Ford Founda- 
tion. In a thoughtful and scholarly 
article on Foreign Aid, What 
Sort? How Much? How Long? in 
“Foreign Affairs” for October, 
1952, he states the case for and 
against such aid, with recommen- 
dation that it be reduced drastically 
in the next few years. He concludes 
in part: “Perhaps the greatest de- 
fect of subsidies is that they are 
thought of as charity and, there- 
fore, tend to undermine incentive 
and defeat their own aims.” 

Four major policies for foreign 
aid ‘are recommended: 1. “On a 


basis similar to that of a con- 
tract between a buyer and a sel- 
ler.” 2. Subsidies should be for 
particular goods or activities in 
line with their purpose. _ 3. 
‘Matched by contributions from 
other sources, to a.common enter- 
prise, in the management of which 
the United States would share,” 
4. “Channeled through such inter- 
national institutions . . . . which 
American policy wishes. to 
strengthen.” 

That makes sense! Facts, and 
not fallacies! 


3. That the moral character 
of a nation as a whole can be 
better than the moral char- 
ny of its citizens as individ- 
uals. 


Do you remember that search- 
ing little couplet from Oliver 
Goldsmith’s Deserted Village that 
reads: 


Ill fares the land, to hastening 
hills a prey 

Where wealth accumulates, and 
men decay? 


The moral fibre of a nation con- 
sists of the accumulated character 
of all its citizens. The philosophy of 
our century is distinctly anti-mor- 
al: evolution with its implications 
of irreligion and bestiality, pro- 
gressive education (so-called) with 
its uninhibited self-expression and 
disregard for the welfare of 
others; socialism with its easy 
promises of man-made utopias a- 
part from the dignity of human 
toil and travail; religious “mod- 
ernism” with its anemic ethic and 
no evangel; all are contributing 
factors tothe godlessness and grief 
of our day. 


The answer to the problem is 
both individual and national. To be 
sure, there are standards to be set 
up anew for all the American peo- 
ple, and we are heartened by evi- 
dences of increasing honesty, in- 
tegrity, truthfulness, and sobriety 
in high places; and yet the heart 
of the problem is the individual 
citizen. The secret of America’s 
greatness and generosity has been 
the blessing of God upon a peo- 
ple that, to a large extent, has 
been God-fearing. 

The Gospel approach to the 
problem is the regeneration of the 
individual, his being “born again” 
by the assurance of sins forgiven 
through the Lord Jesus and new- 
ness of life by the Spirit of God, 
so that life has a whole new set 
of values and standards. That new 
life should then conform to the 
standards of the Christian life as 
stated in the New Testament. 

The relationship between the 
moral character of American citi- 
zens and the greatness of our Re- 
public was accurately and suc- 
cinctly started by Alexis de Toc- 
queville in his observations of our 
land in the nineteenth century: 


I sought for the greatness 
and genius of America in her 
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commodious harbors and her 
ample rivers, and it was. not 
there; in her fertile fields and 
boundless prairies, and. it was 
not there; in her rich mines and 
her vast world commerce, and it 
was not there, Not until I went 
to the churches of America and 
heard her pulpits aflame with 
righteousness did I understand 
the secret of her genius and 
power. America is great because 
she is good, and if America ever 
ceases to be good, America will 
cease to be great, 


4, That anybody’s opinion as 
to how to run the country is 
as good as anybody else’s. 

This statement requires elabor- 
ation and clarification, to my way 
of thinking. The solid core of a 


democracy is an enlighted elec- 
torate, 


We do not believe that the ef- 
fectiveness of the American way 
of life can be increased by limit- 
ing the suffrage to those who have 
academic or economic qualifica- 
tions: but we do believe that there 
must be a continual education of 
the electorate by freedom of the 
press and radio. At the very out- 
set of our Republic clear thinkers 
like Thomas Jefferson stressed the 
necessity for a free press in a 
democracy. To that end the peo- 
ple, who are the real sovereigns, 
must have clear understanding of 
the ideals and principles of our 
form of government, a presenta- 
tion, pro and con, of the issues 
before the American people to the 
end that they have convictions 
rather than mere opinions. As has 
been well said, “To keep in 
the middle of the road one musi 
be able to see both sides.” 


In practical experience over the 
years we have found that the 
two party system works as ef- 
fectively as any political method 
that might be devised. The ‘‘outs”’ 
are constantly on the alert to 
criticize the policies and conduct 
of the “ins,” and with accurate 
reporting of the issues at stake, 
the American people can decide 
who shall be their representive in 
the government. 


5. That government can 
give things to the people with- 
out first taking them away 
from the people. 


Without doubt this is one of the 
greatest fallacies of the century. 
The American people can stand 
a wholesale re-education in this 
matter of taxes. It.seems that a 
good many citizens have the feel- 
ing that the federal government is 
the source of unlimited wealth; 
whereas only a little reflection 
will bring one to the hard reality 
that a government of itself earns 
no money, only spends it. The 
government produces no income, 
saves no money, accumulates no 
capital, pays no dividends. Actu- 
ally, it lives on the earnings of 
its people by taking from them in 
the form of taxes and returning 
such services as it is inclined to 
give, 

There is not necessarily any re- 
lationship between the amount 
of penalty in the form of taxes 
and the seryices that are rendered, 
because a very considerable por- 
tion can go down the drain of 


careless planning, bureaucratic 
wastefulness, and political cor- 
ruption. 


It is the height of foolishness to 
delude ourselves into thinking 
that taxes come only from the 
so-called. well-to-do. Every one 
of us is a taxpayer, because the 
taxation on what we wear and 
what we eat is passed on to us 
consumers as. a part of the price 
for our food or clothing. Several 
hundred separate taxes’ enter 
into the cost of necessities such as 
a loaf of bread or a pair of shoes. 


Some taxes are direct, and we 
feel their impact upon our 
pocketbook, such as, is the case on 
or before March 15th of every 
year; but the sinister subtlety 
of most taxes consists in their 
being indirect. Since the tax is 
levied at the source and is passed 
on to us as part of the price of 
a given commodity, we are far 
less conscious of it; nevertheless, 
the tax burden is a very real 
one. Yet, there remains the delu- 
sion to many that the government 
is spending somebody else's 
money, and not mine; therefore, 
extravagance and wastefulness are 
no concern of mine. Some serious, 
down-to-earth thinking on the part 


of American people will make 


them realize that the federal 
government is taking close to one- 
third of our income. In other 
words, all of us work at least two 
days a week for the government, 
which has been spending our mon- 
ey largely abroad, like a sailor 
after the repeal of the 18th A- 
mendment. 


We school men have a way of 
thumbing through the, pages of 
history in order to read the les- 
sons thereof; and it seems to us 
that, although history repeats it- 
self over and over again, men 
do not learn the most elementary 
lessons. While considering this 
fallacy that the government can 
give us things without first tak- 
ing them from us, we recall the 
sober reflection of an economic 
historian in discussing the decline 
and disintegration of the Roman 
Empire. He says in part: “Politi- 
eal, economic, social, intellectual, 
and spiritual factors all played a 
part, reacting on and _ intensify- 
‘Ing one another. Perhaps the least 
debatable, simple, economic expla- 
nation might be that the volume 
of income produced was reduced 
by certain factors on the one 
hand, while the State demanded 
a growing share of it on the 
other. The cost of government 
became too great, the instruments 
of government became restrictive 
and often destructive... ..”’ 


There is a point beyond which the 
cost of government becomes ex- 
cessive and destructive; and we 
have been led to the brink of 
that precipice by the siren voices 
of alleged statesmen (who were 
in reality greedy politicians) who 
have deluded the masses with the 
lie that somebody else’s money 
was being spent, and not theirs. 


6. That if we keep experi- 
menting lone enough we will 
find a substitute for an honest 
day’s. work. 


We have only what we ourselves 
produce. To the natural resources 
of our fand, so richly endowed by 
the Creator, there must be added 
the intelligence and the industry 
of all of us. 


Work is a blessing, a challenge, 
an opportunity. 


The effectiveness of our labor 
has been greatly increased by the 
use of power and machinery. The 
average American workman in 
some factory, or his wife at 
home, has electrical and mechan- 
ical servants that have greatly in- 
creased our efficiency and effec- 
tiveness. Nevertheless, there is 
needed the human factor to direct 
and to control this equipment, and 
to improve it for even further 
effectiveness. 

Because of our relatively high 
productivity, out of which has 
come our high standard of living, 
there has come the delusion. to 
some that carelessness, laziness, 
indifference, or deliberate slow- 
down of production can maintain 
or raise our standard of living. 
A single instance of one lazy, in- 
efficient, or antagonistic workman 
may seem to make no difference 
to anyone but to himself, and 
possibly to his immediate employ- 
er; but the aggregate for the 
entire nation constitutes a stag- 
gering loss. 


An honest day’s work, honestly 
performed, is a source of Satis- 
faction to ourselves, and is a def- 
inite contribution to our welfare, 
national as well as individual. 


7. That somewhere and 
somehow there simply must be 
a substitute for honest money. 


There is just as much loose 
thinking about money as there 
is about taxes. Money in itself 
constitutes no real value, but is 
merely a measure thereof. The 
power of the government arbit- 
rarily to change the value of our 
money is one of the most danger- 
ous assumptions of authority that 
has ever been taken, 


We are beginning to learn some- 
thing of the destructiveness of 
inflation, and yet we have seen 
really nothing as yet in com- 
parison to the experience of coun- 
tries who have embarked un- 
reservedly into the quicksands of 
unsound currency. The exper- 
ience of Germany after the first 
war seems to have meant nothing 
to many American political lead- 
ers. ? 

We gave some thought to in- 
flation this summer as we studied 
foreign currencies. For example, 


in Greece the official rate of 


exchange was thirty thousand dra- 
chma to the dollar. It was not 
uncommon for news boys on the 
street to have “change for a 
million.” That may seem prepcos- 
terous to us, but if the inflation 
is not checked by drastic govern- 
ment economy and _ increased 
productivity by an honest day’s 
labor on the part of all of us, the 
day can well come when we shall 
pay a thousand dollars for tho 
morning newspaper and a million 
for a pair of shoes. 

One of the most drastic and 
dangerous steps toward self-des- 
truction was taken by the Roose- 
velt administration in the Currency 
Act of 1933 when gold was taken 
by the government and paper 
money made irredeemable. The 
step was taken in days of hysteria 
and confusion, when sound and 
sober counsel was shouted down 
by socialistic “brain  trusters.” 
That act rendered the government 
not responsible to the people for 
the value of their money, and 
opened the sluice gates for the 
extravagant government spending 
that has pushed our national debt 
to the staggering total inheritcd 
by the present administration. 

I.. suggest that you consider 
thoughtfully the observations of a 
clear-thinking and conservative 
economist, Dr. Walter E. Spahr. 
Writing in The Commercial and 
Financial Chronicle on the topie 
of our present irredeemable cure 
rency system, he stated: 


The officials of the UWnited 
States Treasury and Federal} 
Reserve banks like irredeemabio 
currency because they are frecad 
from the necessity of meeting 
their promises to pay. They have 
privilege without corresponding 
responsibility, and they hava 
shown themselves willing to de- 
fend that arrangement. They 
escape the restraints on the is- 
suance of money and crecit 
which a redeemable currency 
would place upon them—for ¢x- 
ample, they need have little con- 
cern over the fact that their re- 
serves, which they do not pay. 
out domestically anyway . (only 
to foreign central banks and 
governments) are but a fraction 
of the notes and deposits they 
issue. ; 

The fact that the issuance of 
promises to pay without intent 
to redeem is an act of dishones- 
ty is not a matter that gives 
concern to these issuers and de- 
fenders of an irredeemahble cur- 
rency. They simply avoid the is- 
sue; or they insist that thers. 
is no matter of dishonesty in- 
volved, without stopping to ex- 
plain why this can be the case. 
Every adult person knows that 
we have a large body of con- 
tract law designed to prevent 
any individual from issuing 
promises to pay that he does no 
intend to redeem or cannot re- 
deem. The reason for that is 
that sueh promises involve an 
act of dishonesty. Just how irre- 
deemable promises become hon- 
est when issued by our Treasury 
and Reserve banks apparently 
has never been made clear. 
There is no logical process of 
reasoning by which dishonesty 
can be converted into an act of 
honesty merely because the dis- 
honesty is on a large scale. Mod- 
ern governments have developed 
the technique of the big lie and 
their subjects are required to 
accept it, repeat it, and to be- 
come a part of it if they are to 
have the favor of their govern- 
ment. We are doing substantial- 
ly that in respect to our use and 
defense of an irredeemable cur- 
rency. 


8, That somewhere in the 
depths of “scientific social- 
ism” there must be a substi- 
tute for the love of one’s 
neighbor. 

“Scientific socialism” is really 
very simple. In a word it is— 
the State knows what is best ior 
the individual citizen. For that 
reason the State believes itself 
to be justified to take from the 
citizen large areas of initative and 
responsibility, with the promise to 
eare for him “from the cradle to 
the grave.” 

Does “scientific socialism” have 
a heart? After one sees what 
socialism has done in Germany, 
France, and Great Britain there is 
erave doubt as to socialism’s hav- 
ing a head, for one sees SO many 
inexcusable blunders on the part

Son!. Not to love the dear Lord 
Jesus, the most lovely of all the 
‘universe! Not to repent of your 
sins and: receive Him into your 
heart! Such sin deserves the curse 
of God and has it: You’who do not 
Know -the Lord: Jesus, .do-not love 
Him;.do. not have Him~as your 
own.Saviour, .are-aecursed of God. 
God’s wrath. metints up against

These Scriptures press upon our 
héarts’ the - thought .that. God's 
wrath;. God’s anger, keeps mount- 
ing up and growing hot against 
Christ-rejecting sinners. No won- 
der so many are cut off suddenly 


over to a reprobate heart that 
they might believe a lie and be 
damned! No wonder that God's 
| Holy Spirit ceases to call and 
leaves men to their owh doom and 
destruction! No wonder that God 
has a Hell for Christ-rejecting, im- 
pénitent, unbelieving sinners! Be- 
cause of God’s wrath on all who 
reject Christ, you are urged to 
be saved today. Today is the day 
of salvation. Today if you will 
hear His voice, harden not your 
heart. 

Here are six forceful reasons, 
reasons that must appeal to any 
sensible man or Woman or boy or 
girl. Do they not convince you 
that you ought to be saved today? 
Do they not remind you that your 
best chances may be soon gone? 
Do you not feel the call of the 
Spirit of God? Then today, I beg 
you in Jesus’ name, trust Christ 
and be saved.

And he 
laid hold on the dragon, that old 
serpent, which is the Devil, and 
Satan, and bound him a thou- 
sand years, And cast him into 
the bottomless pit, and shut him 
up, and set a seal'.upon him, 
that he should deceive the na- 
tions no more, till the thousand 
years should be fulfilled.”—Rev. 
20 :1-3. 

This mighty angel of God is the 
Devil's jailor and he gives him the 
longest sentence in history and 
I hope it is with hard labor. For 
one thousand years he is bound 
in the bottomless pit. The bottom- 
less pit is not Hell. It would seem 
to be a temporary prison for wick- 
ed spirits. It is called the pit of 
the abyss. When Jesus cast the 
unclean spirits out of the demoni- 
ac, these demons prayed that He 
would not cast them into the 
abyss.
